GERMAN TROOPERS 
ATTACK CATHOLICS 


Journeymen’s Convention 
Is Broken Up Following 
Severe Clashes. 


eee ele 


MUNICH, Germany, June 11.—() 
Menacing storm troopers prevented 
Cardinal Baulhaber from holding serv- 
ices last night after severe clashes 
between nazis and Catholics at the 
meeting of the Catholic journeymen’s 
convention here. 

As a result of the disturbances the 
government today put a premature 
end to the meetings which were sup- 
posed to continue and terminate to- 
day. 

The railway stations of Munich 
were packed with thousands of per- 
sons today, including many delegates, 
making a hurried exit from the city. 

It was reliably reported that lead- 
ing members of the congress were as- 
saulted by storm troopers who tore 
badges off the delegates and beat them 
up, even using truncheons. 

Herr Theo Baldi, leader of the 
Swiss delegation, had his badge rip- 
ped off. He was taken to the police 
station, but released later. He lodged 
n protest with the Bavarian govern- 
ment and the Swiss consul in pur- 
suing the matter. 

According to eye-witnesses Catholic 
priests were not immune from attack 
and it was reported last night that 
several hundred uniformed nazis ap- 
peared at a hotel where Catholic ap- 
prentices were staying and dragged 
them out of bed. Two of the Catho- 
lies were sent to a hospital. 

The official version of the affair 
attributes the disorder to a provoca- 
tive attitude by attendants at the 
convention and their wearing of 
orange-colored shirts, an act consid- 
ered by the nazis to be a misuse of 
the brown shirt. 

Cardinal Saulhaberss was to have 
said mass in the huge exhibition hall 
but when delegates appeared the storm 
troopers had already blocked the en- 
trances. 

The convention had originally been 
prohibited by the Bavarian govern- 
ment but was eventually permitted | 
because, among other reasons, Franz 
Von Papen, vice chancellor of the 
reich, was scheduled to speak. 

The worst clashes occurred after 
Von Papen’s address, entitled, “Unity 
Is the Spirit of the Nation.” 

Storm troopers held a huge triumph- 
al parade through the streets this 
morning “as a spontaneous reply” to 
last night’s disturbances, according 
to the police version. 

The clashes marked the first serious 
street conflict between Catholics and 
nazis since the last election campaign 
when many Catholic campaigners 
were attacked and their meetings dis-

Rate Cut One-Half of One 
‘Per Cent; Dividend Re- 
quirement Loosened. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—(4)— 
The Reconstruction Corporation today 
made another contribution to the ad- 
ministration effort to effect business 
recovery, reducing its interest charges 
one-half of 1 per cent and loosening 
the dividend requirement on preferred 
stock in banks. 

The interest rate on all loans except 
to railroads and closed banks was 
fixed at 4 1-2 per cent and the divi- 
dend requirement on bank preferred 
stock at 5 per cent. The rate for 
closed banks is 4 per cent and rail- 
roads 5 per cent. 

The 4 1-2 per cent rate brings the 
charges on self-liquidating loans down 
to the figure contended for by Senator 
Wagner, democrat, of New York, and 
New York officials seeking to borrow 
money for great construction projects 
in that state. The 4 1-2 per cent rate 
applies for the first five years of the 
life of the loans. 


Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the cor- | 
poration, in announcing the move, said | 
that before gaining any reduction in| 


interest rates all borrowers must ad- 


just salaries, fees and operating ex-, 


penses “in keeping with the conditions 
that have made it necessary for them 
to borrow from the corporation and 
acceptable to the corporation.”

DRYS TRY TO HALT 
STATE LAW REPEAL 


Prohibitionists Seek To 
Keep Liquor Laws on 
Commonwealths’ Books. 


CHICAGO, June 11.—(4)—Coinci- 
dent with their battle against repeal 
of the 18th amendment, prohibition 
leaders are _ buttressing defenses 
around earlier won victories. 

They aim, Fred D. L. Squires, re- 
search secretary of the American 
Businessmen’s Prohibition Founda- 
tion, said today, to retain state pro- 
hibition where it still holds sway. 


Regardless of the outcome of the 
repeal fight, Squires said vigorous 
measures are under way to make cer- 
tain retention of state prohibition, 
which would be federally protected in 
event of national repeal, in the states 
which have not erased their own pro- 


‘hibition laws. 


Then, the drys intend, he said, to 
campaign for the restoration of such 
laws where repeal has already oc- 
curred. 

Of the 48 states, only 18 do not 
now have prohibition statutes and 14 
of these have repealed their laws with- 
in the past year. Twenty-nine have 
either statutory or constitutional pro- 
hibition, the following coming in the 
latter category : 

Florida, Idaho, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maine, Nebraska, New Mexico, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, South Dakota, Texas, 
West Virginia and Wyoming. 

“I know of no state,” Squires as- 
serted, “even including those’ that 
have already ratified the repealer, in 
which dry organizations are not now 
preparing to renew with even more 
vigor their fight for prohibition.”

‘the case of Art Weis, the outfielder recently cut adrift, by the Atlanta 
_Crackers because of his failure to hit. 
Two years ago with Birmingham, Weis was voted the most valuable 
player in the league. He played great ball for the Barons that year, 
both offensively and defensively, being easily the outstanding outfielder 
in the league. His impressive average of .369 and his 20 home runs 
were the most potent factors in Birmingham’s winning of the pennant 
in 1931 and subsequent triumph over Houston in the Dixie series. 
Weis’ record was so brilliant that several major league clubs were 
after him that fall. In fact, Clyde Milan, the Birmingham manager, had
